Workers of the World, the striking em- 
ployes of the California cotton mills last 
night effected £- permanent organization. 
This afternoon a meeting is in progress 
that will result in the appointment of a 
committee to confer with officials of th« 
cotton mills in an attempt to adjust dif- 
ficulties. 


According to one of the officials of ths 


factory three carloads of new machinery 
are sidetracked in Oakland and will ba 
instated in the riant during the tlmo-it 
is shut down. 


Peace and quiet prevail at Twenty- 


third avenue today. The cotton mills are 
silent, "tor the flrst time," said William 
Rutherford, "from any difficulty of this 
kind smee we began operations twenty- 
five years ago. 


"At the meeting of the board of di- 


rectors held in San Francisco yesterday 
.morning,.",.he continued, "the conclusion 
was reached to close down the mills. Tho 
demands which the operatives made upon 
the company were.such tnat we could not 
grant them. The mill has been operated 
for some time past close to the vrind. 
We figured that if the demands of th« 
operatives were complied with we would 
have to levy an assessment on the stock- 
holders amounting to $75,000 this year, 
and the directors did not believe that 
they would be Justified in doing it. They 
therefore decided to close down and await 
further •developments. We are competing 
against 600 mills in the southern state*' 
where wages are low and the hours of UV 
bor long. 
Against some of these mllta 


we have been unable to compete on that 
account and have 
retired 
from their 
markets. 


FIRST STRIKE. 


"It Is the first time for a strike to 


occur here," added 
Rutherford. 
"W« 


have had differences at times before, but 
they have all been amicably adjusted at 
once in this office. 
This came like a 


thunderbolt from a clear sky, without a. 
minute's warning, and I believe that thii 
mill hands did. not correctly understand 
the'situation or were mislead by breeders 
of trouble. 
We are pretty well over- 


stocked, however, and we will employ the 
time to dispose of the surplus on hand, 
when matters win probably be arranged 
so that the mill can resume operation."

"My boy! 
My boy! 
They had no 


right to take him away from me, and 
I will get him back and free him from 
this woman if I have to resort to the 
highest court in the country to do 
It." 
With short sentences, punctu- 


ated by choking cries, 
which ex- 


pressed very emphatically the sorrow 
which had entered her house and 
robbed It of her only'son. Mrs. Charles 
Eagan of 922 Magnolia street sobbed 
out the story of how her boy, only 
19 years of age, had run away from 
her yesterday morning and, taking a 
boat for San Rafael, 
accompanied 
by his first cousin. Miss Carrie Gorre, 
and his brother-in-law, Charles Burke, 
secured a 'license and was married. 


According to the statement made 
by Mfs. Eagan this morning: she was 
running a boarding house in Tacoma, I 
left to her by her flrat husband, who ' 
died seven years ago, when the Gorre 
girl first came to this country from [ 
Sweden. 
Her son, Carlo Peterson, 


tho Issue of a former marriage, was 
with her at the time, and although he 
•was but 16 years old and the girl 20, 
a very strong attachment sprang up 
between them. The mother says she 
many times attempted to break -it, 
and as a final means took her son to 
Oakland, where they went to live at 
their present address. 


They had not been here more than 


six weeks, she says, when Miss Gorre 
made her appearance. Mrs. Eagan 
states that at that time she told the 
girl to go away and leave her" and 
her son alone, until the latter was 21. 


The next heard of the young wo- 
man was from San Jose, where she 
was working as a domestic in the 
home of a wealthy family. "When the 
boy found out that his sweetheart 
was In the southern city he Immedi- 
ately made a trip there to see her. 
Their attachment 
grew, 
and soon, 


Mrs. Eagan says, she received a letter 
from the Gorre girl in which, she 
states, the girl complained of having 
been wronged at the hands of her son 
and demanded that he marry her.

Charles Burke, the brother-in-law of 
the boy, called Mrs. Eagan on the 
telephone and, according to her state- 
ment, is alleg-ed to have said:

down for shipment to Dawson 8y a steam- 
er chartered for the purpose. The dredger 
is OS feet long with a 38-foot beam. The 
body of the dredger is eight feet deep 
and the framework, all of steel, stands 
fifteen feet high.

The dredgers are the first ones ever

The rebels have taken the stand that 
their demand that General Diaz make 
public his intention of resigning has 
been met with such 
a 
vague and 
haughty reply that they now will de- 
mand the fixing of an exact time for 
his retirement. 


The contention of the government 
that insubordination .In the Madero 
ranks provoked the attack on Juarez 
and that General Madero Is not In 
control of his soldiers, the rebels say 
Is a move on the part of the govern- 
ment to disseminate the opinion that 
a state of anarchy Is prevalent in the' 
insurrecto ranks and that, therefore, it 
would be fatal for General Diaz to 
resign now. The rebels maintain that

In having publicly announced that 
the revolutionists would consent to the 
naming of Minister of Foreign Affairs 
De "LrB.

By the resumption of street traffic 
some time today between Juarez and 
El Paso this town will begin Its re- 
turn to normal conditions.

the attack, promise a speedly repair. 
General Pascual Orozco, commander 


of the rebel forces, had blood In his 
eye. today as he stood at the Inter- 
national bridge and refused to permit 
any one from El Paso to cross Into

American lines. It appears that Gen- 
eral Orozco and his staff last night 
were invited to a banquet by Mayor 
Kelly of El Paso arid the American 
troops would not permit Orozco and 
his officers to cross the line.

Francisco.I. Madero calls {--himself. "Provisional President of 


Mexico," but in. reality lie has no government and no warrant .of 
authority other than the military''force, he commands. He is not 
the head of any-civic structure. The insmrrecto bands ravaging^xli-f- 
ferent sections of the country give a quasi-acknowledgment of his 
pretensions to being- the leader of the insurrectionary movement, 
but they do not obey his commands nor^operate in obedience to his 
orders. Each insurrecto chief is a law unto himself. Some of them 
are mere bandits. Others :.have«amtuti°usv designs in which ^Madero 
does not enter. 


Herein lies«the danger of- the situation in Mexico. The whole 


country is aflamte with insurrection, but it is merely riot in the name 
of revolution. It has no central authority powerful enough to com- 
pel obedience or to .maintain-order where the authority of th.e estab- 
lished government is overthrown. 
Personal whim and military 


necessity have usurped all the functions of government. 


What is to he the outcome no man:can say. The Diazr.govern-: 


ment appears to ibe toppling to a fall. The old despot is ..sick, and 
feeble and unableito personally copefwith the insurrection. H.e can- 
not deoend uponvhis lieutenants and1, the certainty that he will soon 
have -to yield to the infirmities of age makes the Hearts of those 
around him timid and irresolute. The lion is aged and decrepit, 
well nigh toothless, .and his roar no longer terrifies his enemies or 
raises«the courage oFhis followers. Inevitably there must be a new 
ruler and a new regime,.and that fact,excites universal apprehension. 
What is to arise from the crumbling.- of Diaz's power? Is there 
enough ^patriotism in the country to rally around some man big 
enough-vand broad enough}to restore>order and stable government? 


That) is the*question. It is a grave one. Unless answered in the 


affirmative sad times are ahead 'for Mexico. The -whole country 
will be tarn by the distracting feuds of contending military chiefs, 
internecine war will ragse-in definitely, wasting the energies and re- 
sources of,'the people and-throwing everything into the-chaos from 
which Diater rescued the«country. In such case foreign intervention 
will becomse inevitable. The exigencies of the occasion will compel 
the United tetates to-take the initiative in restoring order in Mexico. 
Public sentiment in this-»country regards the possibility with avers- 
ion, hence tbtefrhope is general on this side the border that Mexican 
statesmanshijv-andnpatriotism will prove equal to the task of rehabil- 
itating the coMntryvand restoring a stable government strong enough 
to afford security to life, property and peaceful enterprise. 


:: 
The American people do not want to interfere in the concerns 


ofijMexico. They do not covet Mexican territory and they have no 
desire to assume a protectorate over that country. They do wish, 
however, to siee peace -and order and prosperity in Mexico. 
They 


want* to- be frifends with the Mexican p«ople and to extend-to them 
aid and sympathy in their efforts to establish a free government 
based upon thSe -voluntary action and co-operation of the Mexican 
people. Consequently they deplore the unhappy condition into 
which M£XICO> )has fallen, and sincerely hope that outside interven- 
tion will not Become necessary. With this attitude of the public 
m^id in the limited States the Taft administration is in entire ac- 
cord. The poKlcy it is pursuing is dictated by this sentiment of 
friendly, sympathetic interest, and'is therefore exerting a -wholesome 
influence in restraining savage paissions across the border and giv- 
ing a moral support to the elements which are striving to stop blood- 
shed and give thie country a surcease from factional turmoil. Still it 
rests with the.,M'exican people to determine whether;the constructive 
forces of their* society shall prevail over anarchy and destruction. 


General Estrada led a successful revolt and made himself presi- 


dent of Nicaragua.. After a brief rule he has been deposed and is a 
fugitive, having fSed the country. He gained power by a revolution 
and has lost it by the same means. .Yet Nicaragua is called a re- 
public, although peaceable and 'honest elections are unknown there. 
The trouble in MJexico is the result of governing .by force and of 
trying to overthrow it by the same means. '" 


Charles C. Mc»ore has accepted the presidency of the Panama- 


Pacific Exposition Company and will be the directing head of the 
great fair San .Francisco is planning to hold. The selection is a 
good one. That it-was made-.unanimously is an augury of harmony 
in the board. Now that an executive head' has been selected the 
site of-the exposition should be decided upon without delay. Peo- 
ple areianxious to see operations begun, and many -building and bus- 
iness enterprises collateral to the exposition are awaiting the definite 
location of the site. That should be decided on at once. Things will 
begin to move the moment the decision is made. Interest in this 
matter is nearly as -keen on this side of the -bay as nt is in San 'Fran- 
cisco, for the success of the exposition is as vital here as it is across 
the -bay. Over here we want to see a start tirade, for Oaklanders 
propose to do their part toward providing accommodations for the 
swarm of visitors the .exposition will attract. Doubtless the site of 
the exposition will be.-announced shortly. 


The municipal tax rate is not a convincing argument in favor of 


voting heavy 'bond issues at this time. It is to be regretted, there- 
fore, that the estimatesifor school buildings and sites.-were not made 
with greater modesty. The magnitude of the sum asked for is sure 
to excite opposition. 


Does California Want Free Trade ? 


Twenty-four -Republicans-in the House, mostly insurgents from 


the Middle West, voted with the Democrats to pass the free list 
bill. Among them was Hon. William Kent, who represents the 
Second California District. 
Some of the.so-called Republicans who 


voted to extend the free list voted against the reciprocity agreement 
with Canada as they had voted against the Payne-Aldrich tariff 
law. 
Thus at every point they arrayed thernselves against the Re- 


publican administration. 


What their motives may-be can only -be conjectured,-but their, 


attitude fort-odes mischief to California industries. - An insurgent 
member of Congress from Washington has already introduced a 
bill to take the duty off imported lemons. If California Congress- 
men vote to remove protective duties en-articles produced in other 
States they need not be surprised nor feel cause for'injury if-Repre- 
sentatives from other States demand the removal of-the tariff pro- 
lection given California industries. 


Mr. Kent's speech and vote in favor of. the Democratic free list 


bill invite reprisal. Mr. Kent has justified States which consume, 
but do not produce raisins, citrus fruits, prunes, olives and wine in 
their demand for a removal of the duties'-which protect California 
producers from destructive foreign competition. The member from 
Washington can point to the speech and vote of Mr. Kent as con- 


. vincing arguments in favor of his bill to put lemons on the free, list. 


Mr. Kent's district is a heavy producer of wines and olives and 


a considerable producer of citrus fruits. He cannot "consistently

mand protection for his district. Having denied protection to the 
constituents of other Congressmen he is estopped from asking that 
his own constituents be protected. Such a demand would be illogi- 
cal and unjust on his part. The citrus fruit-growers of Butte county 
can appreciate the position in which their Congressman has placed 
them. 


If Mr. Kent should decide to be logical and consistent he will 


not, oppose the bill to put lemons on the free list. In his speech he 
distinctly declared against the policy of protection and by his vote 
he declared for free trade. Only one other Congressman' from Cali- 
fornia, Mr. Raker, the .Democratic Representative from the First 
District, voted the same way Mr. Kent did. But Mr. Raker was not 
as enthusiastically in favor of the free trade policy of his party as 
Mr. Kent avowed himself to toe. He did 'not broadly attack the 
policy of'protection as an evil which should be abolished. Here is 
an extract from Mr. Kent's speech in favor of the free list bill that 
illustrates'his attitude and his views regarding protection: 


"No one has ever shown any fund from which can be drawn 


the. tax levied by the tariff and paid out in subsidies to the pro- 
tected interests except the fund that resides in the pockets of the 
people. Those who assume that the tariff is a means of creating 
prosperity or of creating wealth are much better at juggling and 
picking coins out of the air than was Herrmann (the magician). If 
we can tax ourselves rich, we cw.h prove-poker to be a productive in- 
dustry. (Laughter and applause on the .Democratic side.)" 


Further on Mr. Kent said: "But after all, the greatest sin that 


can be laid at the door of the protective tariff is the economic waste 
it encourages." At another point he said: "The old idea of encourag- 
ing new industries is be'ing destroyed." . 
., • 


However, everything Mr. .Kent said was merely a repetition of 


the arguments made years ago by such Democratic free traders as 
Roger Q. Mills, .William R. Morrison, -William M. Springer and 
William -L. Wilson. So his views are hotxentirely new or original. 
The point is that they are uttered in Congress by a Republican 
Representative from California, .elected from a district that is heav- 
ily protected by tie tariff. By sending Mr. Kent to represent them 
in Congress the people of the Second District have repudiated the 
policy of protection and avowed, constructively at least, a desire for 
a removal of the protective duties they now enjoy. 


Not the least gratifying result of the recent city election is the 


return of a school board that merits and will receive public confi- 
dence. Dr. Kelly, Mr. Bronner and Mr. Ofr are members of the 
present board and have 'demonstrated their fitness. Miss Annie F. 
Brown and Harry L. Boyle have had wide experience in educational 
matters and are intimately acquainted with conditions in the Oak- 
land. School Department. The sixth member, Mr. Cook, is'also a 
schoolman who has given much attention to educational matters. 
So in character and experience the hew Board of Education'will 
challenge'comparison. Certainly the school department starts out 
well under the .new charter.

Be the Hexl on Political Program 


Xotv that the election has passed 
and there seems to be no prospect of 
a. contest the next question to be de- 
termined by the commissioners-elect 
i.« which of them is to be assigned to 
each of the general departments into 
which tho municipal, government is to 
be divided under the new charter after 
the <irst of next July. 


There are five ol these departments 
and with each of them goes a certain 
amount of patronage. Public patron- 
tips is something that the average pol- 
itician is pleased to be able to dis- 
pense, while there are others in official 
life who abhor the idea of being ex- 
pected to provide places for people 
who insist that their services, at the 
polls 
should 
be 
rewarded with a 
chance at the public crib. 


WORK OF COtJXCIIj. 


The new council which is to bo 


formed under the new charter will, in 
this matter, perform the work of the 
present city council, tho board of fire 
and the board of police commission- 
ers. 
This dispensation of positions, 


however, will not be done by the coun- 
cil as a body, but by its individual 
members, each of whom is to be at 
tho heart of a department and who 
will hand out the favors so far as his 
department is considered. 
As a con- 
sequence, while there will be but few 
crumbs of comfort available for some 
of the commissioners, there are others 
who, 
In their official capacity, will 
have favors to hand out as numerous 
as ha.lf a dozen councilmen cr the 
two boards of the fire and police com- 
missioners at the present time. 


Unquestionably there are several of 
tho commissioners who would prefer 
to be placed at the heads of the de- 
partments which will necessarily be 
compelled to have a number of em- 
ployes on their rolls, and, as the ap- 
portionments of themselves as heads 
of departments devolves upon them- 
selves, tho question has been raised as 
to how such an apportionment is to 
be made and at the same time give 
satisfaction to each commissioner. 


HES'TS OF COMBIXATIOST. 


It has been hinted that there must 
be a combination effected between the 
commissioners to force the depart- 
ment having fewest 
of 
the public 


plums upon a commissioner who is 
not a member of the combine, but 
the commissioners-elect do not take 
kindly to such an idea. It is known 
that some of them seek the depart- 
ments which have plenty of patronage 
and consequently some of them must 
be 
disappointed, 
because only one 
member of the council may be as- 
signed to any department. 


The commissions in question are as 
follows: 


Department of public affairs, which 


is to be under the supervision of the 


. Mayor. 
Department of revenue and 


finance, which shall be under the su- 
pervision of the commissioner of reve- 
nue and finance. 


Department of public health and 
safety, which shall be under the super- 
vision of the commissioner of public 
health and safety. 


Department of public works, which 


shall be under the supervision of the 
commissioner of public works. 


Department of streets, which shall 
be under the supervision of the com- 
missioner of streets. 


MAYOR 01S1Y CANDIDATE. 


For tho first mentioned department 
tho Mayor Is the only candidate, un- 
der the charter, but it is in disposing 
of the other positions that the' clasn 
may arise. In the event, however, that 
tho members of tha council cannot 
agree in apportioning themselves that 
duty will devolve upon the Mayor and 
it may be presumed that ha will place 
the positions of most patronage in trje 
gift of his closest friends. 
The making of these department as- 


signments is to be done under the 
charter at the first meeting of the 
council after the general municipal 
election at which they were elected, 
"or within ten days thereafter." 
This 


is referred to in section 28 in the new 
organic act, but the clause "or within 
ten days thereafter" is in a measure 
ambiguous, for the reason that it may 


mean that the meeting is to be held 
ten days after the general municipal 
election or that the apportionment 
shall take place ten days after the first 
meeting. 


'PLANNED ON MEESE. 


Notwithstanding that tha designation 


on the ballot of the coinmlssloiienshijjs 
by numbers has nothing to do with. de- 
termining wha,t department oC the eity 
government commissioners shall conduct, 
yet 
ii; was supposed that when City 
Treasurer Heeso ran for re-election, it" 
was with the hope that 
he might be 
"Sain, placed, in charge of the finances of 
the city. Regardless of the iact that: he 
had been city treasurer for several years 
the decision of the other commismqners, 
in the event of Meeso'a re-elactlon, might 
be that he would have to act at the. head 
ol some other department. 


Such may be tho fata of City Engineer 
Fred C. Turner, who hs been elected to 
the position of commissioner No. 3. In 


j view of tho fact that he had held th» of- 
\ nee of city engineer, many qf ms rrtends 
supposed that his purpose 
in running 
was to be assigned to' the position of 
commissioner of public works or streets, 
for which, it was thought his training as 
a civil engineer Qualified him. But, as 
has been seen, h^ will have' to lake his 
chances with the commissioners, 
v,=ho 


may assign him to another department. 


EXPRESSES OPINION. 


Of the commissioner selected, the only 
one who has thus far expressed an opin- 
ion as to the department which he would 
like to head is Councilman Baccu?, who 
was Elected to the position of commis- 
sioner No. 2. He declares that he would 
like to be assigned to ths department of 
.streets for ihe icason that he lias had 
Quite an amount of experience in 
the 


management of the thoroughfares of the 
city and because he has been for a long 
time chairman of the street committee 
of the city council. He says -ie would 
be pleased also' with the. commissioner- 
ship of public health and isafety, which is 
to exercise supervision over the police, 
health, fire and electrical departments, 
the municipal employment office, the of- 
fice of license department, as also the of- 
fice of building inspector. 
Bacous has 


always taken a great interest aa a coun- 
cilman in the building up of Ihe fire and 
police departments and 
is a -practical 


builder. 
For these reasons ho belieyea 
he could discharge the duties of that 
department also in a satisfactory man- 
ner. 


City Engineer Turner stated today that 


he had not given the matter of tha de- 
partment which he might handle any at- 
tention since the electllon. He was sim- 
ply tired after the campaigning- and was 
resting a little while straightening up 
the affairs of his office which had been 
interfered-.with during the campaign. He 
said that, of course, It was .natural to feel 
that either the department 
of 
public 
works or the department of streets would 
bo the one for which ha was most salt- 
ed, but that he would have to take any 
department to which the commissioners 
might assign him. 


IN ITNANCE DEPARTMENT. 


Harry 9- Anderson, his friends say, is 
capable of performing tha duties of any 
of the commissionerships 
and some of 


them assert that the fact that he ran 
for tho position of commissioner No. .1 as 
against Meese, who was seeking to ba 
placed at the head of the department of 
revenue and finance, indicated that An- 
derson, too, sought the position desired 
by Meese. Others deny that such is the 
case. 
Speaking for. himself today Anderson 
declared that he had spo'te-i to none of 
the commissioners, neither had_he made 
up his mind on the subject, rle would 
not decide the question until after ha had 
given it consideration and consulted a 
number of his friends. He ?aid ha would 
not, however, enter any combine among 
the commissioners if such a thing wero 
to be undertaken, but proposed to dis- 
charge the duties of his department In 
a manner which would meet with the fa- 
vor of the people. Ha knew the great re- 
sponsibilities devolving on a commission- 
er under the charter and was prepaied 
to assume them In a confident manner. 


John Forrest, who was elected to the 


office of commissioner No. 4, could not 
bs found this morning, his friends stat- 
ing that he had gone to San Francisco.

conditions through the holding of con- 
ventions. It Is this point that makes 
the building of large auditoriums an 
accepted asset In the growth of enter- 
prising municipalities. 


"I am more than -pleased to see that 


Oakland is considering -the. building of 
a convention hall through -the source 
of municipal funds. The bond Issue to 
provide S300.000 upon, which 
the 


voters will take action on May 16 is, 
ncxt-to the Increase of school facili- 
ties, more important, to my 
mind, 


than any other question now. before 
the citizens. 
If you want your city 


to grow, you must attract people froni 
the outside sections, from the East, 
and 
even 
from 
foreign countries. 


While this Is done in Isolated cases, 
perhaps, by offering Inducements such 
as ideal factory sites and favorable 
business 
oportunitles, more success 


than can be be accomplished in any 
other way is that which follows the 
bringing of people on a visit. 
Under 


such conditions they are morn apt to 
pick out quickly the advantages of 
living in a new territory than where 
they may bo making a business in- 
spection pure and simple. 
"To taie esre of such people and 


bring them to Oakland, there must.be 
a reason, and there is no better 'rea- 
son than a convention.

quired for horse shows, auto shows 
ana similar exhibitions. 


By means of easy adjustable 
par- 


titions the auditorium can be divided 
up into two or three large halls, each 
capable of accommodating singing so- 
cieties, • concerts and similar entertain- 
ments. Seattle and Portland have ac- 
quired magnificent public auditoriums 
as a result of the-big fairs held there 
in the past few years and: if Oakland's 
auditorium be built before the open- 
ing of the Panama-Pacific 
Exposi- 


tion, it will prbv.e to-be o'ne of- this 
city's big attractions, 
as 
.doubtless 


some of the congreses that wlll.be ar- 
ranged for the big exposition .will be 
held on the Oakland- side of the- bay. 


It was estimated that the first big 


national convention held' In Denver 
left In that, city more money than the 
cost of the entire auditorium.
